Annual Report of the Portsmouth Fire 
Department. 


To the Honorable Mayor and City Council: 


GENTLEMEN :—I wish to submit to you the annual 
report of the Portsmouth Fire Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1919. 

The number of fire alarms for this vear are as fol- 
lows :—16 bell alarms and 78 still alarms. Only four of 
these fires were of any importance. One was the burning 
of Chas. Badger’s hay barn. Owing to the location and 
to the lack of water, it was impossible for the department 
to render any assistance. The hay and the building were 
a total loss. The next fire was that of the round house of 
the B. & M. R. R. This did considerable damage to the 
building and to three locomotives that were stored. there 
at the time. The firemen were greatly handicapped by 
having to stretch a line of hose across the railroad tracks 
which were filled with cars. This fact shows the great 
necessity of a hydrant in the yard. The third fire was 
the car barn belonging to the Portsmouth Electric Rail- 
road. It had gained considerable headway before the 
alarm was given, and though the fire was extinguished 
promptly, it did considerable damage to the building and 
stock. The fourth fire was in a dwelling house on Wash- 
ington street. It was but slightly damaged. 

We have started a much needed fire station this year. 
It will be a credit to our city when finished. It will also 
save a good many dollars that repair, heating and lighting 
to the old buildings would have necessitated this year. 

Now that the central station is under way, I would 
recommend the motorizing of the balance of the depart- 
ment. This means the purchase of a hook and ladder 
truck and a triple combination fire engine. Our depart- 
ment would be up-to-date in every respect then. 

We should also buy some fire hose this year. Our sup- 
ply is getting very low. I would recommend the purchase 
of 1000 feet. 
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Following are the figures covering values, damages 
and insurance of buildings and contents in the fires of the 
past year. They show a good record for the Portsmouth 
Fire Department.

Report of the Board of Health. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., January, 1920. 


To the Honorable Board of Mayor and Council of the City 
of Portsmouth, N. H.: 


GENTLEMEN :—We, the Board of Health of said city, 
submit the report of the Health Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1919. 

At one of the earliest meetings, the City Council 
made provision for the employment of a Public Health 
Nurse and for a trained Bacteriologist. It is our opinion 
that this provision was the greatest step forward in health 
matters that has ever been undertaken in this city. 

As a result of the provision for the Public Health 
Nurse, we have been able to make an examination of each 
school child in the city, making note of each defect found, 
and through calling the attention of parents, guardians, 
or public authorities to such, have, in avery large number 
of cases, brought abouta cure, or animprovement. With 
a continued systematic effort on the part of the School 
Nurse, it should be possible to remedy practically all of 
these defects in a reasonable time. 

The nurse has investigated the absences of every child 
from school one full day, and by so doing a considerable 
number of contagious diseases have been detected. In 
some cases the other children of the family were continu- 
ing to attend school and but for the detection of the sick 
child, would have been a fertile source of spreading these 
diseases. It is our opinion that in thus checking the spread 
of contagious diseases the nurse has more than justified 
her employment. 

In early October, the conditions were such that the em- 
ployment of a second nurse became advisable, and her ser- 
vices have been retained up to the end of the year, as the 
volume of work was such that it was impossible for one 
nurse to do the work necessary in caring for the schools. 

We respectfuily recommend to the Council, that pro- 
vision be made for the full time employment of the second 
nurse. 
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The objection may be made that the nurses are not 
needed during the vacation periods of the school. We 
would answer this by pointing out the need of Child Wel- 
fare Work, as well as Tuberculosis Work in this city, and 
that the nurses should well be employed during the vaca- 
tion periods in these special works in conjunction and in 
co-operation with such existing agencies as the District 
Nursing Association, Associated Charities, and the New 
Hampshire Tuberculosis Association, and with any other 
special bodies that may be formed to handle these prob- 
lems. 

The report of the Public Health Nurse, Mrs. May Du- 
Tilly, isrespectfully submitted with this report, and should 
be interesting and instructive reading. 

The Bacteriologist, to our minds, is one of the greatest 
assets possible to the city in its efforts to maintain and im- 
prove health conditions in the city. Through the special 
knowledge and training of our Bacteriologist, we are able 
to keep a close watch on our water and milk supplies and 
to detect quickly any contamination of either that would 
be likely to cause epidemic. Healso enables us to make 
an early and positive diagnosis of some very dangerous 
contagious and infectious diseases, such as diphtheria, sep- 
tic sore throat, etc. His training also enables us to make 
accurate diagnosis of venereal diseases, which is of great 
value in combatting this great evil. It is his skill that 
enables the attending physician to make an early diagnosis 
of tuberculosis, and by so doing thereby enhances the 
chance of cure to those poor afflicted unfortunates, as well 
as furnishing information to the Health Authorities, en- 
abling them to check the spread of this awful disease. 

The one great need of the Health Department is trans- 
portation, as some conveyance must be had if the health 
authorities are to be enabled to cover their duties properly. 

During the year, we have inspected at least once all 
stores handling food, and wherever conditions have been 
found bad those places were visited at more frequent in- 
tervals, and by constant prodding, conditions surrounding 
the sale of food in this city have been greatly improved 
during the past year. The restaurants have been visited 
very frequently and much improvement in conditions has 
been the result. 
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During the Fall we visited thirty-six of the farms 
where milk was produced for sale in this city. Of this 
number, but four could be classed as good. Twenty-seven 
from fair to poor, while five were absolutely filthy. The 
owners of the last were totally unfit to produce milk for 
sale, owing to lack of the least sense of cleanliness, poor 
conditions of buildings and cattle, and apparent lack of 
capital and energy to improve conditions. 


On one milk farm we found five cases of Scarlet Fever, 
with the boy who was doing the milking still ‘‘peeling.’’ 
In this case, we forbade the sale of milk. In other cases 
classed as ‘‘bad,’’ we were unable to accomplish much, 
owing to the lack of a suitable Milk Ordinance. 


In reference to the Milk question, we would recommend 
sufficient funds and transportation to enable us to make 
regular and frequent inspections of all farms producing 
milk for sale in this city. 


We would also beg to suggest that a proper Milk Ordi- 
nance be drawn up and passed, and, asa suggestion of a 
satisfactory method to accomplish this, would recommend 
that the Council appoint one or more members to consult 
with members appointed by the Chamber of Commerce 
and Milk Producers, who, together with the Board of 
Health, would draw up a concise, simple, though efficient 
ordinance covering the Milk question. 


We have encountered a number of complaints during 
the year because of the Garbage question. This is a very 
important matter, and we urge the Council to give it early 
attention by providing a suitable ordinance. We would 
suggest that this matter be considered by a committee 
from the Council, Chamber of Commerce, and Board of 
Health. | 

In regard to other complaints, we have found many of 
them to have arisen from neighborhood quarrels. Those 
that have been legitimate we have endeavored to abate. 


The reports of the City Inspector and Public Health 
Nurse are attached, and we would invite careful consider- 
ation of them by the Honorable Mayor and Council. 

We would further respectfully request that a perma- 
nent committee from the Council be appointed to consider 
in conjunction with the Board of Health all proposed ordi- 
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nances, or matters of great consequence in regard to the 
health of the city.

One post mortem examination of nose and mouth for 
Medical Examiner, Dr. George E.:Pender, which deter- 
mined the cause of sudden death of a child to have been 
diphtheria. The diagnosis thus made enabled the Medi- 
cal Examiner to make an immediate return of the cause 
of death, and from the information thus obtained the 
health authorities were enabled to take such measures as 
were necessary to stop the spread of the disease. 

The Laboratory is now well equipped. except for 


1st, a small Electric Centrifuge. 
2nd, a Blood Counting Apparatus. 
3rd, a Dark Field Apparatus. 


. The first (electric centrifuge) is necessary in milk, 
water and urine analysis. 

The second (blood counting apparatus) is necessary for 
use in blood work, i. e., determining diseases of the blood. 

The third (dark field apparatus) is used in venerial 
work in determining an early and exact diagnosis between 
chanere (syphilis) and chancroid, a much less serious 
disease. 

To fit the Laboratory with this equipment would cost 
not more than $75 or $80, and the Laboratory would then 
be equipped to do any bacteriological or blood work other 
than the Wasserman test for syphilis. It iS now. suffi- 
ciently well equipped to keep in close touch with the wa- 
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ter and milk supplies for any danger of disease spreading 
through these agencies. 

The chemical examination of both milk and water 
should be done by the State Chemist. 

I would earnestly recommend to the Mayor and Coun- 
cil that the additional apparatus be provided, as it would 
soon prove its value in the additional aid it would give in 
protecting the health of the public.

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Dec. 31, 1919. 
To the Honorable Mayor and City Council: 


GENTLEMEN :—We herewith submit the annual report 
of this department for the year 1919. 

The contract for streets, sidewalks, sewers and water 
services at Atlantic Heights has been completed and a 
detailed plan of all utilities filed in this office. The work 
was done in a satisfactory manner and this addition is 
now one of the city’s show places. 


Streets. 


At a very moderate cost, with the federal and state 
aid money, Lafayette road has been paved with a ‘‘hot 
mix’’ asphalt top. The road has been built to an engin- 
eer’s lines and grades plan, with special attention being 
paid to drainage, and when completed to the Hampton line 
will make a continuous hard surfaced road from Massa- 
chusetts to the center of the city. 

A section of Lafayette road inside the city limits, viz: 
from Greenleaf avenue to Middle road and Bartlett street 
hill were paved with ‘‘hot mix.”’ 

All holes in the asphalt paving in the central part of 
the city have been patched and this old pavement is now 
in better condition than for some years. 

The frequent rains and heavy travel of the past year 
have wrought havoe with our gravel roads and streets and 
we would again urge you that a system of surfacing with 
a cheap top our old gravel and macadam streets, should 
be established. 

High, Ladd, New Vaughan and Cutts streets and Ma- 
plewood avenue should claim your attention if any money 
is approvriated for paving. 

An auto street flusher and sprinkler has kept our pave- 
ments cleaner, and dirt streets sprinkled in a more satis- 
factory manner than was possible under the old system of 
horse brooms and horse drawn sprinkler. A power dump 
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body, interchangeable with the tank, makes this truck 
available for all seasons, and it is now in operation haul- 
ing gravel and sand. 

The policy of treating our gravel and macadam streets 
with asphalt oil was varied this year, and some of them 
treated with a coating of ‘‘tarvis’’ and sand with good 
results. 

The use of a non-asphaltic oil for dust laying purposes 
has been abandoned. Through an additional appropria- 
tion, we were able to buy more oil this year than ever 
‘ before, but an even greater amount should be used next 
year. , 
The usual work of patching on all streets i.. the city 
proper has been carried out. Work has been done on the 
following streets : 

New Vaughan street and Raynes avenue, water bound 
macadam. 

Kent street, rock foundation and gravel top. 

Cutts street resurfaced with gravel, and sections with 
stone base. 

The following streets have been reshaped and resur- 
faced: Pleasant, South, Marcy, State, Austin, Wibird, 
Union and McDonough. 


Ashes. 


Owing to the increase in population and enlargement 
of collection district the cost of ash collections continue to 
grow. The dump at the old gravel pit on South street is 
a longer haul than that to the old dump on Parrott ave- 
nue, and an increase rather than a decrease in this item 
must be expected. 


Sewers. 


The ten-inch sewer on Middle road was extended 535 
feet. 

A six-inch sewer 160 feet long was completed on 
Dearborn street. 

A total of 128 sewer troubles were reported, seventy- 
eight of which were located in private drains. 

The 24-inch sewer through Green street was found to 
be filled with gravel and sand. 
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All eatech-basins and manholes were cleaned three 
times during the year. 


Sidewalks. 


We were unable to build any granolithic sidewalks at 
the prevailing prices. A small amount of brick sidewalk 
was laid and cinder and gravel walks built in the less 
traveled streets. 


Trees. 


Contracts for extermination of moths were completed 
in a satisfactory manner. A large number of trees have 
been trimmed and several taken down, but there still re- 
mains much work to be done and a larger amount of mon- 
ey should be available to keep our trees in good condition. 


Parks. 


Parks and Playgrounds activities were more success- 
ful than last year. The attendance has been better and 
more interest shown by the public and employees, 


Water Department. 


A new 8-inch extra heavy pipe has been laid across 
the tideway at Little Harbor to replace the old line which 
was in a bad condition. 

The new pump at Sherburne Station has been deliv- 
ered and set up. On account of delay in deliveries of fit- 
tings and scarcity of labor the work of connecting the new . 
pump to the wells could not be completed. 

The total number of gallons pumped at Sherburne 
602,084,950. 

Decrease in amount of water pumped ever 1918, 
155132; 250. 

Total coal consumption, 1197 tons. 

Mains were extended on the following streets : Cate, 
Dennett and Market streets, Woodbury and Myrtle ave- 
nues and Aldrich road. 

Leaks on twelve mains were located and repaired. 

Mains were renewed on Wall street and Mechanic 
street. 

Forty-eight new services were installed. 

Forty-four services renewed. 
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Services discontinued, three. 

Percentage of services metered, 98.57. 
Twelve hydrants have been replaced. 

Two new public drinking fountains installed. 


Peverly System. 


The spiral riveted pipe on this system has not given as 
much trouble as in former years, only eight leaks being 
repaired during the last twelve months. 

Total gallons pumped 183,600,000. 

We would again urge you that the following improve- 
ments in the system are needed immediately. 

A new 12-inch main from Sherburne Pumping Station 
across the Plains and down Middle road. There is now 
but one main feeding the entire city, and an accident to 
that would mean the cutting off of the entire supply. 

A new standpipe at the Lookout with a capacity of 
500,000 gallons as a reserve supply. 


A new 16-inch line from Haven to Sherburne. The 
supply of water from Haven can be increased, but the 
present 8-inch pipe line is now delivering its full capacity. 

The installation of a centrifugal pump at Haven Sta- 
tion capable of pumping water direct into the standpipe, 
instead of repumping it at Sherburne. 


A new vacuum line from Sherburne Station to Foun- 
tain Head to replace the old spiral line which had to be 
abandoned in the spring. 


Pulling and cleaning all the wells at Sherburne and 
Fountain Head. 

There should be erected at some high point between 
Peverly and Haven Station a standpipe to hold about one- 
half million gallons. This would be sufficient to accom- 
modate users of this water. It would increase the press- 
ure enough so that the water would flow, avoiding the 
trouble which we now have owing to air collecting in the 
pipes and not having enough head to drive it out. The 
property-on Dover street could be sold, as under the above 
conditions there would be no further use for it on this 
system. Steamer hydrants could be placed on this line to 
be used in case of fire. The spiral riveted pipe should be 
replaced with cast iron pipe and a new route followed 
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through McDonough, Hanover and Bow streets to the 
wharves and Market Square. 

The cost of the several items of these recommenda- 
tions will be submitted to you in our annual estimate of 
appropriation for this department. We would urgently 
request that you give the above recommendations your 
careful attention. 

For the financial condition of this department, we 
would respectfully refer you to the Auditor’s report.

The financial statement given above was a foregone 
conclusion from the time the appropriation was made up. 
Your Finance Committee estimated that they would need 
a gross revenue of $92,744.00. This was $87,097.25 in 
addition to miscellaneous income, $5,646.75. for tuition, 
etc. The amount actually appropriated was $80,397.25, 
which is $6,700 less than the amount estimated by your 
Finance Committee. The Board of Instruction was in- 
formed that there was no intention of cutting the appro- 
priation; that, if the amount was not sufficient, more 
money would be available. On this assurance the schools 
have gone ahead, and have completed a full year of very 
satisfactory work. The expenditures in excess of the 
appropriation are $18,661.56; in excess of the Finance 
Committee’s estimate, $5,815.94. If the Finance Com- 
mittee erred, it was because of. a too conservative esti- 
mate. Asamatter of record, the following reasons are 
given for the overdraft: an increase of 150 pupils over 
last year’s enrollment; five additional teachers on the pay 
roll; provision of seats, books, etc., for excess of pupils; 
constant increase of expense of supplies, salaries and 
labor. | 

The increase per capita over last year was $5.90; the 
increase of last year over the preceding year was $4.28. 
It is also worthy of note that many teachers have been 
handicapped by lack of suitable text books. Our salaries 
are not excessive, and the up-keep of buildings amounts 
to a little less than one percent of the valuation. 

The present average membership is 2,388. At $44.72 
per pupil, next year’s expenditures may be expected to be 
upwards of $107,000, nor does this allow for any increase 
in salaries, supplies and service. 

The year’s deficit has been met by a transfer of funds 
by the City Council. 


Report of the Superintendent. 


To the Board of Instruction, 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to sub- 
mit herewith my second annual report, the thirty-fourth 
in the series from this office. 

The table below shows a sum total of 2,426, an in- 
erease of 123 over that of last year. The Senior High 
has 18 more than last year; the Junior High shows an 
increase of 70.

TEACHERS. 


The Supply. 


The country-wide scarcity of teachers has been notice- 
able again this year. There are more men available than 
last year but men and women alike are turning by thous- 
ands to other kinds of work. In this office the lack of 
applications for positions is very noticeable, and further- 
more, the letters that do come are far less worthy of con- 
sideration than those of former years. Our resident 
teachers have tended to stabilize the condition here; and 
the annual turn-over of non-resident teachers has not 
been as great asin 1918. Hence the situation is far bet- 
ter than in many places. 


Salaries. 


Some high school teachers have been retained by nom- 
inal increase of salaries ; some have left for salaries little 
larger than are paid here. The feeling is general among 
teachers everywhere that, under the present economic 
conditions, salaries must more nearly measure up to the 
cost of living. It is very much to the credit of our own 
teachers, among others, that the request for increase has 
been presented in a fine professional spirit, at the bottom 
of which is clearly evident the feeling that the cause is 
suffering because of the low wages of the workers. At 
its December meeting the Board conferred with a com- 
mittee of the Teachers’ Association, which asked for a flat 
increase of $400. 

The matter was finally referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee who, with the Teachers’ Committee, were to confer 
with the Finance Committee of the 1920 City Council. 
The granting of this request means an increase of $32,- 
000, thirty-three and one third per cent. of the school 
budget, and $2.20 on the tax rate. Cities like Boston 
and Manchester have increased their tax rate $1.15 to 
increase salaries, the money increase being $384 and $300 
respectively. It is an open question whether Portsmouth 
is in a financial condition to outstrip these municipalities. 
There is in my own mind a question as to the advisability 
of a flat increase of such an amount. It would seem more 
reasonable to classify the teachers in their logical groups, 
and then make a uniform increase within a given group ; 
even so, some of the teachers of a group should receive 
more than others, if merit is considered at all. This fac- 
tor should be given some consideration, because certainly 
the decreased supply of teachers is not going to be atten- 
ded by an automatic increase in quality. Another plan 
worthy of consideration is a flat increase of $200 per 
teacher on account of the economic situation alone, and in 
addition the appropriation of enough money to enable the 
Board to make increases in individual cases, on account of 
special merit, increase of responsibility and conditions of 
demand and supply. 


Professional Advancement. 
During term time and summer vacation, as well, there 
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has been definite progress made by the teachers in the 
study of their profession. Teachers’ meetings have been 
held weekly in several buildings, under direction of prin- 
cipals, for the study of educational books and discussion. 
All teachers have access to current professional magazines 
and books. The following teachers attended summer ses- 
sions in different schools for varying lengths of time:

The effect of this work is so marked that every en- 
couragement should be given teachers to attend summer 
sessions. I recommend that teachers of all grades be re- 
imbursed at the rate of $5.00 for every full week’s attend- 
ance at an approved summer school, the amount to be ad- 
ded to the teacher’s salary.

SCHOOLHOUSE ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Atlantic Heights. 


The attendance of children at this school has increased 
from 37 to 130. Three rooms are now in use and the 
fourth will doubtless be opened soon. All the houses at 
the Heights are rented. A canvass has shown that at 
least 20 children are old enough to attend kindergarten. 
Action on this was deferred by the Board because it was 
thought best to reserve the remaining room for the expec- 
ted increase in grade enrolment. This building is inade- 
quate and unsatisfactory ; the ventilation is wholly depen- 
dent upon windows, and the low-post construction makes 
far below normal air space for the pupils; the heating 
has been erratic. Through the untiring energy and inter- 
est of Atlantic Corporation officials the heating apparatus 
has been put in as good condition as possible. The entire 
plant, however, is just a passable make-shift, and should 
be abandoned as soon as possible. The New Franklin 
School will offer little relief for this condition, hence a 
permanent building of some sort must be considered. 
Several buildings, at present unused, are available, but 
none are of suitable design or construction without exten- 
sive alterations. The cafeteria has ample air space and 
floor room, and would be far preferable to the dormitories, 
which are too low in the walls. A new, modern school- 
house would be by far the best solution of this matter. 
Whatever is done, the residents of this village should be 
assured that their children will be provided with adequate 
school accommodations next September. 


The New Franklin School. 


On August 7 the contract for construction of an eight- 
room building on the Alms House Field was let to L. H. 
Shattuck, Ine. of Manchester, N. H. Construction was 
begun at once, under the supervision of J. Edward Rich- 
ardson, Architect, of Dover. On November 3 the corner- 
stone was laid by Mayor Hislop, in the presence of mem- 
bers of the City Council, Board of Instruction, Chamber of 
Commeree, citizens, school children and teachers. At the 
present date the slate roof is being put on, and the inte- 
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rior work is being rushed as fast as possible. This build- 
ing will, in large measure at least, take care of the child- 
ren now attending the Spalding and Franklin schools. 
Some relief will be afforded the Farragut building. 
The play-ground will be ample, and the lot, comprising 
seven acres, will give opportunity for school gardens and 
other healthful out-door activities. 


Whipple School. 


With the opening of the fall term this building was 
crowded beyond its limits. Four hundred and twenty-one 
pupils were registered during the term. The building has 
a normal capacity of 320. Two small, poorly lighted reci- 
tation rooms have been in constant use; divisions have 
ranged from 40 to 47 pupils, a number far too large for 
satisfactory work. This condition has a two-fold signifi- 
cance: first, the next class that enters High School will 
tax that building’s accommodations; second,. the class 
remaining in the Whipple, together with the incoming 
seventh grade, will make it necessary to run the Whipple 
on a half-time schedule, unless relief is given before Sep- 
tember. 

At its best the situation is serious and should be given 
careful and early consideration by a committee of the 
Board. .If it is decided to enlarge the Whipple building, 
a wing can be run out from the north side with a floor 
space approximately 40x60 ft. Four recitation rooms 
could thus be made available and, by means of rolling 
partitions, a comfortable assembly hall. The third floor 
would take care of the cooking equipment now installed 
in the High School building. This would give the High 
School one more full size class-room. It has been sug- 
gested that seventh and eighth grades be accommodated, 
in part, in another section of the city. This is a debata- 
ble question. From the viewpoint of organization and 
economy of running expenses this school should be under 
one roof ; as far as the convenience of some pupils is con- 
cerned, a separate organization would be of advantage. 
With the abandoning of the Franklin and Spalding schools 
and the consequent filling of the New Franklin, there will 
be no accommodations for pupils above sixth grade in the 
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~ northern section of the city. The natural and reasonable 
course would seem to be enlarged accommodations at the 
Whipple building. 


- Recommendations. 


Two of the five points recommended last year in the 
general scheme of school-house accommodations have 
been wholly or in part solved by direct action of your 
Board and the City Council, viz.. the elimination of the 
Spalding-Franklin question, and the near relief of the 
Farragut playground. The Haven Parent-Teachers Asso- 
ciation is actively engaged in working upon the needs in 
that section. The condition of the rural schools remains 
unchanged. I call your attention again to last year’s 
recommendations, and further suggest that a special com- 
mittee be soon appointed to canvass carefully the needs of 
the Whipple School and Atlantic Heights. Early action 
is necessary to relieve present conditions and to forestall 
the embarrassments that another September will surely 
bring. 


The High Senbol: 


The report of Headmaster Gray, herewith submitted, 
gives details regarding the school that merit your thought- 
ful consideration. 

There have been fewer changes in the teaching force 
—seven this year, in comparison with fourteen last year. 
There has been little interruption through illness, either 
of pupils or teachers. The headmaster has merited and 
secured the unanimous and loyal co-operation of pupils, 
teachers and school officials. The atmosphere of the 
school has been business-like and cheerful. 

The school needs a closer acquaintance with the fathers 
and mothers of the scholars, and in many cases, more 
careful parental control of scholars’ activities outside of 
school hours, would make for better scholastic work. It 
is unfortunate that meetings of headmaster and parent 
ordinarily follow some delinquency of the pupil. Preven- 
tive measures might be conceived if there could occasion- 
ally be held group conferences of parents with the head- 
master and teachers. It is usually about the beginning 
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of the high school course that parents begin to feel their 
helplessness in understanding and management of child- 
ren; teachers on the other hand have far too little knowl- 
edge of home conditions and the parent’s point of view. 
The child is in the storm and stress period of life when, 
if ever, intelligent and sympathetic guidance is needed. 
I wish a request might come from an interested group of 
fathers and mothers for the arrangement of a series of 
conferences with the high school faculty; surely the head- 
master will do all in his power to make such a venture a 
success. 

Although the Board voted to accept the Smith-Hughes 
program in Mechanic Arts, it has been found impractica- 
ble to put the plan into effect this year. Every effort is 
being made to improve the equipment and instruction in 
this department before further extension is made. The 
large number of boys electing mechanic arts indicates 
clearly the need of making it a full-fledged curriculum in 
every particular. Happily, the instruction that is being 
given this year, is putting the work on a proper footing. 


Report of Principal of High School. 


Mr. William H. Slayton, Superintendent of Schools. 


DEAR SIR :-—My second annual report as Headmaster 
of the Portsmouth High School is herewith submitted. 

The total registration for the year ending in June, 
1919, was 507. 

The total registration so far this year is 580, while the 
actual membership on January 5 was 498. Of this num- 
ber 55 are non-resident pupils, whose registration by 
towns is as follows:

It may be well at this point to anticipate the registra- 
tion of next year, since the accommodation of the number 
seeking admission in September, 1920 will constitute some- 
thing of a problem. With a graduating class of ninety 
and an incoming class of approximately 250, the registra- 
tion will be at least 650 at the opening of the school year. 
As soon as possible a careful survey should be made to 
determine exactly how many will enter this school in Sep- 
tember, in order that plans may be made to ensure their 
proper accommodation and instruction on arrival. 

By placing forty-eight desks and chairs in room 16 on 
the third floor, the building will accommodate 594 pupils, 
and it should be known as soon as possible whether more 
than that number will come to us in September. 

With 650 pupils in the school, four additional teachers 
would be needed for the extra divisions of classes which 
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would have to be made. One of them would have to be a 
man for the Mechanic Arts department. 

Nearly one-half of the boys who entered the Freshman 
class in September, 1919, chose the Mechanic Arts course. 
Should the same proportion hold for the class entering in 
1920, additional room and equipment, as well as an extra 
teacher, would be necessary for carrying on that course. 

May not something be done to ensure greater perma- 
nency in the High School teaching force? This year one- 
third of the force is new, and next year there will be as 
many changes. No school can afford, in these times, to 
lose really desirable teachers, when adequate compensa- 
tion will induce them to stay. 

The work of the school so far this year has gone along 
without interruption, and with excellent spirit on the part 
of both pupils and teachers. Classes are from three to 
four weeks in advance of their accomplishment a year ago 
at this time, and the quality of the work bids fair to sur- 
pass that done last year. 

The percentage of attendance has been above ninety- 
six since September, and the number of tardinesses has 
been only 159. A satisfactory record in both regularity 
of attendance and in promptness. 

Not enough time is devoted to study at home by many 
pupils, and for that reason many will continue to fail. 
At least two hours for study outside of school should be 
a definite part of the daily program of every pupil, and 
the parents should see to it, that this part of the program 
is carried out every day. 


School Activities. 


The Senior and Junior plays of last year were very 
successful, and the present Seniors and Juniors are each 
planning a play for presentation in March. The French 
department will also present a play in French. 

Baseball and Football were carried on successfully in 
the spring and fall of 1919, and the fine support of the 
student body, and of the business men, was an important 
factor in the success attained. 

Basketball is just now engaging the interest of both 
boys and girls, and their teams have thus far been very 
successful. 
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One school social and the Senior Benefit have been 
held thus far, and both were much enjoyed. 

Two debating societies have been organized, one by 
the girls, the other by the boys, and a renewed interest 
in debating is manifest. 

In one school activity there is a great deal of interest 
among the pupils, and yet practically nothing is done on 
account of the lack of a teacher. I have reference to the 
music. There should be a fine orchestra and a well organ- 
ized chorus in this school, both studying and reproducing 
music worth while. I hope that the school may have the 
services of a director, who will give at least one day each 
week to music in the High School.

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TRAINING SCHOOL. 


The number of graduates from this school from 1912 
to date, by years, is 6, 7, 5, 12, 11, 6, 2, 7, a total of 56. 
The present senior class numbers 4; the junior class, 4. 
Half of the pupil teachers now in the Training School are 
graduates of other high schools than our own. For the 
same period the High School has graduated 322 girls; 
of these, 10 have taken courses in other normal schools. 
Although no figures for comparison are available, it 
does not appear that enough graduates of the High School 
are preparing for elementary school teaching ; this is even 
more evident when we bear in mind the fact that a well- 
organized training school is open to these girls at a mini- 
mum of expense, The training school is hardly supplying 
our own schools with available teachers, while the senior 
class is so small that the girls are often not available as 
substitutes. The whole situation reflects clearly the na- 
tion-wide shortage of teachers in training. I have no 
doubt the remedy lies largely in the raising of the finan- 
cial status of teaching. The school can prepare, as it has 
prepared, girls able to do notable work in teaching. Posi- 
tions in Portsmouth schools are available for some of these 
graduates; the demand is so great abroad, that all well- 
fitted teachers can secure positions without difficulty. 
Under the circumstances, the advisability of continuing 
the Training School may be questioned. From a financial 
stand-point the cost of operation seems to be less per cap- 
ita than that of the other schools. . In 1919 the cost per 
pupil in the Haven, Lafayette, Spalding and Farragut 
Schools was respectively $25.60, $18.10, $24.53, $17.64. 
A much more serious consideration is the quality of in- 
struction being given the children in the practice schools. 
If there are not enough capable senior girls in the school, 
so that competent pupil-teachers are in charge of classes, 
the pupils inevitably suffer. In other years it has been 
possible to select from the graduating class the most com- 
petent girls for assistants. It is, of course, clear that, 
with the reduction in numbers of graduates, no choice is 
possible. For that reason it has been necessary this year 
to put a regular experienced teacher in a position occupied 
formerly by a good assistant. I believe ways and means 
should be discovered to build the Training School up toa 
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uniform membership of twenty girls. The faculty is com- 
petent to give professional preparation, and the city af- 
fords ample field for practice training. One obvious draw- 
back in the local training school, is the fact that the girls 
do not get the broader social-educational contacts afforded 
by mingling, as at normal school, with the larger student 
and faculty groups. One remedy for this would be to re- 
quire applicants for local positions to take at least a six 
week’s course at summer school. 

June 24 an unusually interesting graduation was held 
in the High School Hall. The essays read by the gradu- 
ates bespoke the ability of the class and the breadth of 
their professional training.

EVENING SCHOOL.’ 


The sessions of evening school began October 1. Ac- 
cording to the new regulations of the State Board, sixty 
sessions must be held for minors unable to read and speak 
English. The membership for all classes to date totals 
159. The attendance is much less than this, owing to 
labor conditions and sickness. 

Twelve members are working for their second papers. 
Thirty-seven are enrolled in the beginners’ class. Con- 
tinuation classes in typewriting, bookkeeping and mechan- 
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ical drawing have had a high average attendance. Ten 
men are preparing for naturalization, having already 
taken out their first papers. 


RECREATIONAL ACTIVITIES. 


A most encouraging feature of the year has been the 
work of the teachers in directing play-ground activities. 
This has not been limited to one building or section of the 
city, but it has been general, and the effect upon school 
morale is noticeable. A few minutes spent in the school 
room in giving directions for a new game, choosing cap- 
tains and arranging other details, has resulted in sending 
thirty or forty boys and girls out of doors with a motive 
that is definite. There is no time for rowdyism. Play is 
made as businesslike as the indoor work, and the interest- 
ing fact is, that the group that plays best also works best. 


Play-Ground Meet. 


On April 28 the children of the fifth and sixth grades 
held a meet at the Play-ground, Miss McDaniel was in 
general charge, and was ably assisted by the teachers of 
these two grades in the Haven, Farragut, Lafayette and 
Spalding schools. 

For a month preceding the Meet the play-grounds were 
busy every recess period with groups of children receiv- 
ing special instruction from their teachers. The following 
teams took first place in the games played:

Some of the excellent features of the meet were the - 
school spirit shown by the different groups in preparing 
for the contests, the large number of boys and girls actu- 
ally participating, and the stimulation of interest in play- 
ground games.

At the Haven School, forty-six boys have qualified for 
the bronze badge medals from the American Playground 
and Recreation Association.

The Farragut Playground. 


The smallest play-ground in the city, in proportion to 
the number of children, has had the best supervision of 
games by the teachers. Conditions at the Farragut are 
ideal for rowdyism, bullying and horse-play, and yet these 
350 children of all ages, play happily, and without dis- 
cord. The long-deferred hope of the teachers and parents, 
who have worked for years to secure a suitable play- 
ground, has at last been rewarded by the appropriation of 
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$5,000 by the City Council. Negotiations are being com- 
pleted for the purchase of land adjacent to the school lot, 
for play-ground purposes. 


The Cabot Street School. 


This school should be given next consideration in the 
matter of play-ground. On the east side of this building, 
is a lot containing approximately a quarter-acre, that could 
doubtless be secured for much less than the cost of the 
Farragut addition. ‘The Cabot Street lot, including the 
space occupied by the building, contains only 8,000 square 
feet, and the school enrols 150 pupils. 


Indoor Recreation. 


The regulations of the State Board require regular, 
systematic physical exercise, as part of the school routine. 
In the elementary schools, the teachers have included in 
their time tables, regular periods for relaxation, which 
have been particularly along the line of indoor supervised 
games, motion songs and so forth. Attention has been 
given by some to formal gymnastics. All of this work is 
carried on with open windows. There is need in the High 
School of the more formal setting-up exercises, and other 
corrective drills. At present this is not particularly em- 
phasized. 


PARENT-TEACHER ASSOCIATIONS. 


There are now four flourishing organizations of par- 
ents, citizens and teachers. The Farragut and Lafayette 
are the pioneers who blazed the trail. Next in order is 
the Plains Improvement Association, which I do not hesi- 
itate to characterize as the’ most interested and active 
group of this kind that I have ever known. To do justice 
to the versitility of this association, I am going to list a 
few of the things that they have done, as shown by their 
records : 

Grading and grassing the parade-ground. 

Planting 200 maple trees. 

Erecting soldiers’ memorial. 

Placing tablets on twenty-four trees, dedicated to those 
who gave their lives in the great war. 

Building new road. 
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Removal of old waiting station and erection of new one. 

School-house improvements.— Electric lights, movable 
seats, dish shelves, set of dishes, placing missing 
numeral in the date on outside of building. 

Holding many largely attended meetings for social and 
educational betterment. 


The Haven Parent-Teacher Association was organized 
December 2, a large gathering being held at the Court 
House. A common interest was found in the need of a 
suitable community meeting room, and many of those 
present discussed the availability of the Gun-house for 
this purpose. With an adequate community center, this 
association should be a most helpful socializing influence 
in the Haven district. 


SCHOOL HOME GARDENS. 


The campaign for home gardens has been carried on 
with vigor, in spite of the lack of war-time spur. The 
schools have been organized as companies in the U. S. 
School Garden Army, with their captains, lieutenants and 
enlisted men. ‘This type of organization has made its 
appeal and secured good results, but the work has suffered 
from want of supervision and expert direction. The 
teachers have done all they could to instruct the children 
and give them encouragement, but much more could have 
been accomplished with a garden supervisor. This is par- 
ticularly needed during the summer months. An exhibi- 
tion of products was held at every school building in town 
on September 26, and hundreds of parents and citizens 
saw the results of the children’s work. A general exhibi- 
_ tion of selected products was held September 30 and Octo- 
ber 1 at the Old Court House. 

Next year, to do this work properly, there should be a 
group of teachers hired for twelve month’s work, and 
their time so distributed that they can look after the or- 
ganization and supervision of all this garden activity. 
From the view-point of education, summer occupation and 
actual production, the school home garden is one of the 
great movements of the day. 


NEW LEGISLATION. 


Comparatively few people realize the breadth and im- 
port of the Act approved March 29, 1919, establishing a 
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State Board of Education. No previous legislation of the 
General Court has ever done so much to unify New Hamp- 
shire educationally and socially as this law. There is now 
provided : 
A State Board of Education. 
Commissioner of Education and four deputies. 
State-wide supervision of schools. 
Certified Teachers. 
Approved school-buildings. 
A minimum school year of 36 weeks. 
Health supervision. 
Broad, sympathetic Americanization with compulsory even- 
ing school attendance for minors unable to read and 
speak English. 


Friends of Education, and particularly all who are 
officially connected with the schools, cannot but feel that 
a new day has dawned in the State. The devoted and 
untiring energy and enthusiasm of General Frank S. 
Streeter, first chairman of this board, is setting a fine ex- 
ample in patriotic American service, of the type that, it is 
hoped, this law will stimulate and normally develop. By 
conference, and through the Commissioner and deputies, 
the Board of Education is getting closely in touch with 
loeal conditions throughout the State, and securing co- 
operation in the advancement of their policies. 


Report of the Truant Officer. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Whether the spirit of unrest, so prevalent all over the 
country, has extended to the young people, is a question 
suggested by the number of actual truants during the past 
year. In this city (and reports show a similar condition 
all over the country) the number of truants has more than 
doubled over last year, when the number was such as to 
call for special mention. 

A great many of these youngsters are first offenders, 
and the parents have helped in checking the habit in its 
infancy, but there have been a good number of cases 
where school or home discipline does not appear to have 
any effect. One feeble-minded lad has contributed his 
share, but by changing him to another school, which an 
older brother attended, he has been made fairly regular. 
A similar case added materially to the cases from another 
school, and here by changing schools, the older brother 
has again come to the front. Another lad, who has been 
repeatedly taken back to school by the attendance officer, 
finally was taken into juvenile court. On his promising to 
do better, he was continued for sentence. He is not living 
up to his promise, and his father apparently can not do 
anything with him, so he will eventually have to be sent 
to the industrial school. 

On the other hand there has been a material decrease 
in the number of cases in which the parents have contrib- 
uted to the absence of the scholars. The Parent-Teacher 
Associations, resulting in closer relations between parents 
and teachers, have been a prominent factor in making the 
parents understand the great need of a steady attendance 
at schools. 

There has been a marked decrease in the number of 
children kept from school for lack of shoes or clothing. 
There have been a few cases where aid has been furnished 
thru the Organized Charities, but the most of the cases of 
this kind have been to have shoes tapped. 

The business growth of the city has made it necessary 
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to make a greater number of child labor inspections, and 
while there is the usual number of violations, they have 
been taken care of without prosecution, a warning being 
sufficient to accomplish the end sought. 

There are now six cases of Mothers’ aid, and while 
the State has sufficient funds for more cases, the sums 
allowed are so small and restrictions so great, that many 
cases reported and investigated by this office, have been 
forced to refuse the aid. The state law made before 
the great increase in the cost of living, allows the mother 
$10 a month for the first child, and $5 per month for each 
other child under sixteen years of age. Fora family of 
four, this would allow $25 per month, which is not nearly 
enough to keep the family in food alone. If they accept 
the aid, the mother is not allowed to work outside of the 
house, or receive any aid from either the city or county. 
The State aid is a splendid thing, and it is hoped that the 
Legislature will amend the law, so that a sum in keeping 
with the present cost of living may be given.
